LAND OF THE BURNING CROSS 


While we were in Canada the scandalous events of Little 
Rock, Arkansas, whose inane behavior was by no means a 
little rock, but a big shock to the world and American 
prestige, occupied the blackest and largest headlines in 
the Canadian press and radio. Much ado was made over it. 
The cruelest pictures of cowed and frightened Negro 
children bullied by heap big brave whites, the kicking of 
a minister in the chest, showing him doubled over in pain, 
of whites hurling bricks at helpless people, prompted the 
Canadians to call these people “savages”, a name they 
truly deserve. It was a replica of Nazi Germany, where the 
same treatment was perpetrated upon the Jews.

If the 
Negro doesn’t wear any "patch of shame” over his clothes, 
as did the Jews, it is because the color identifies 
him. This land of color television and other “high stand- 
ard civilization” practices boldly and proudly dissabilities 
and oppressions upon a minority that horrifies the world: 
Negroes are not allowed to be called by a title (Mr. or 
Mrs.), Negroes may not enter through a front door, they 
Imay not eat in the same restaurant, they may not drink 
from the same water fountain, they may not purchase ice 
cream through the same hole-in-the-wall, they may not 
defend themselves! It is the fear lest the priviledge of 
lynching Negroes, dynamiting their homes, castrating 
their men will be denyed to them that the cry about 
"States Rights” is raised sky high. As it stands now it is 
a land of a double standard justice and a land of terror 
even for the non-colored one if he speaks out against the 
abuses perpetrated by those “old stock Americans’. One 
never knows when his life will be threatened, when his 
property will be damaged, or when the cross, which has 
become a symbol of hate, bigotery and infamy, will burn in 
front of some victim’s home. The Great White Father in 
Washington or any of the other little fathers in the Con- 
gress or Senate seem to find no need’ to stop such practices 
which should be condemned, whether they happen in 
Levitton, Detroit, Norfolw or Birmingham. 


Recently an! important official arrived from Ghana. In 
his home Vice president Nixon was welcomed and enter- 
tained, but when he came to this country the eating dives 
considered themselves too good to permit that person to 
eat at their tables. In Louisiana where recently a con- 
vention of international educators was held, a Negro edu- 
cator was not’ allowed to participate and no one heard a 
word of protest from other white fellow Americans. De- 
cency and education do not go hand in hand in this country, 
so it seems. It is such acts which creates animosity against 
the American the world over, The millions spent educating 
the aboriginies of Timbuktu and the Assam Hills is wasted. 
It would be of greater service to our country if our local 
Savages would receive the funds to educate them in 
humanes, true Christianity and true Americanism. That 
also goes for all of their vociferous representatives who 
see to it that hatreds and the “better than thou” 
attitude remains and obtains a governmental approval.
